SILK  SCREEN  EXHIBITION 

We  have  all  been  treated  to 
an  exhibition  of  silk  screen 
prints.  Sponsored  by  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Association  it  represents 
a  new  form  of  Graphic  Arts. 

Silk  Screen  has  been  used  chief¬ 
ly  for  Commercial  Perposes  and 
Display.  Seven  years  ago  Anthony 
Belonis  started  a  group  of  art¬ 
ists  using  silk  screen  as  cre¬ 
ative  expression  in  Graphic  Arts. 
It  is  not  only  stimulating  to 
the  artist  to  work  with,  but  it 
pens  up  a  new  means  of  providing 
pictures  for  the  middle"  class 
Art  buyer.  This  has  attracted 
considerable  attention  because 
it  enabled  Fine  Art  to  be  sold 
for  as  low  as  $2.50  up  to  $10.00. 

Our  exhibition  was  by  the 
members  of  the  Silk  Screen 
Group  of  New  York  whose  members 
are  from  all  over  the  country. 

It  was  a  lively,  dynamic, vital 
exhibition  whose  characteristics 
were  its  vivacious  modern  design; 
its  exciting,  unusual  color ;and 
its  honest  reaction  to  contemp¬ 
orary  life.  These  were  no  ivory 
tower  isolationists,  but  the 
young  creative  artists,  the 
average  age  being  around  thirty. 

Some  of  the  outstanding  con¬ 
tributors  were  Louis  Bunce, 

Louise  Freeman,  Charles  Keller, 
Harry  Sternberg,  Phillip  Bibel 
and  Paul  Hickens. 

Louis  Bunce’ s  seemingly  ab¬ 
stract  print  of  a  street  was 
dramatized  by  an  unexpected 
display  of  almost  bitter  color. 
Charles  Keller’s  picture  of  a 
negro  family  greeting  a  soldier 
son  home  on  furlough  is  an  ex¬ 
pression  of  a  feeling  which  is 
in  almost  every  heart  and  home 
today.  Harry  Sternberg’s  air 
raid  wardens  against  a  dark 
house  with  searchlights  reflects 
again  the  spirit  of  the  times. 

The  Rockport  Harbour  of  Phillip 
Bibel  despite  a  trite,  mundane 
subject  had  an  extremely  charm¬ 
ing  and  highly  personalized 
design.

L.  MOHOLY-NAGY  ADDRESSES  SCHOOL 


We  were  immediately  impressed 
by  his  humble  manner  and  charm¬ 
ed  by  his  subtle  wit. 

As  director  of  the  Chicago 
School  of  Design,  Moholy-Nagy 
has  been  experimenting  with 
many  materials  and  has  devel¬ 
oped  substitute  products  for 
modern  industry.  The  theme  of 
his  lecture  was  FORM  FOLLOWS 
FUNCTION,  a  fact  which  he  de¬ 
veloped  by  a  series  of  photo¬ 
graphs  showing  how  various 
designs  of  industrial  art  must 
be  determined  by  their  function* 
The  photographs  showed  views  of 
the  workshops  of  the  school 
where  experiments  are  carried 
out  for  research  on  the  pro¬ 
perties  of  various  materials. 

One  result  has  been  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  wooden  springs 
for  beds  and  chairs.  Also  il¬ 
lustrated  were  the  pupils’ 
designs  for  handles  of  various 
objects,  modern  furniture  and 
telephones . 

We  are  proud  to  say  that 
two  of  our  teachers,  Miss  Nye 
and  Mr.  Dunn,  have  studied 
under  this  able  man,  and  because 
of  this  we  feel  a  deeper  bond  of 
friendship  between  him  and  our¬ 
selves.
